The reader who is unacquainted with 
the pereonnd of the Radical party in Ten- 
nessee will naturally conclude, on reading 
this report, that the convention was com- 


posed of the very worst elements of the 


party; but such was not the case. Some 
of its best men ‘were there, Pearne, who 
so persistently contended for his right to 
act as temporary chairman, and who was 
responsible for much of the disorder and 
profanity which prevailed, is a niinis 
tee of the Gospel—a ~ doctor of 
divinity—and wears the editorial mantle of 
W.@, Brownlow. Butler and Tillman 
are members of Congress. Houk and Pal- 
mer are Circuit Court Judges. Lawrence 
is an ex-minister of the Gospel and an 
ex-judge. Cooper is the late .com- 
mander-in-chief of the Brownlow mi- 
litia. David Nelson is the son of one 
of Mr Johnson's 
impeachment trial. Hathaway, Clingman, 
Boone, Brownlow, Mabry, Allen and Col. 
lins were officers in the Federal army dur- 
ing the war. There weré many members 
of the last Legislature present. Barbour 
Lewis is the most prominent Radical mem- 
ber ot the Memphis bar. Williams, sev 
Kinley, Oste and Dr. Mynatt 
members of the State Senate.

In the June namber of the Galaxy there is 
a clever article on Mrs. Lewes, formerly Miss 
Evans, who wrote ‘‘Adam Bede,”’. “The Mill 
on the Floss,” and other admirable novels. 
In the course of it the author gives us the fol- 
lowing graphic sketch of this distinguished 
womay: ‘Mrs. Lewes (it would be affecta- 
tion to try to assume that there is still any 
mystery about the identity of ‘George Eliot’) 
is what George Sand is not—a great writer, 
merely as a writer. Few, indeed, are the be- 
ings who bave ever combined so many high 
qualities in one person as Mrs, Lewes does. 
Her lite:ary career began asa translator and 
an essayist. She is am accomplished linguist, a 
brilliant talker, a musician of extraordinary 
skill. She has a musical sense so delicate and 
exquisite that there are tender, simple, true 
ballad melodies which fill her with a pathetic 
pain almost too keen to bear; and yet she has 
the firm, strong command of tone and touch, 
without which 4 rcally scientific musician can- 
not be made. Ido not think this exceeding 


| sensibility of nature is oftem te be found 


in combination with a genuine mastery of 
the practical science of music. But Mrs. 
Lewes has mastered many sciences as 
well as literatures. Probably no other novel 
writer, since novel writing became 
& business, ever possessed one tithe of her sci- 
entific knowledge. Mrs. Lewes ‘s all genius 
and culture. Had she never written a page of 
fiction, nay, had she never written a line of 
poetry or prose, she mast have been regarded 
with wonder and admiration by all who knew 
her as.8 woman of vast and varied knowledge; 
a woman who could think deeply and talk 
brilliantly, who could play high and severe 
classical music like a professional performer, 
and could bring the most delicate and tender 
aroma of nature and poetry lying deep in the 
heart of some simple, old-fashioned Scotch or 
English ballad. Nature, indeed, seemed to 
have given to this extraordinary woman all 
the giftea woman could ask or have—save 
one, It will not, I hope, be considered a 
piece of gossipping personality if [ allude to 
a fact which must, some day or other, be 
part of literary historv.
